Bishop Gudsden was endeared to his flock
in this Diocess, on aecount of his humility,
his purity, and his holiness.

For thirty years he had been the bosom
companion and couneellor of Dvhon snd
Bewen, and as their suecessor, he filled the
office in & most worthy manner. Meeknias,
gentleness, forbearanee, modesty, were his
predominunt charaeteristies.

When clected to the Episcopate in 1846,
he would have shrunk from assuming the
high nponsibilities which would rest upon
him, and requested of the Convention time
for eonsideration and prayer. At a subse-
queut conferenee which he held with the
clergy, they passed a resolution, “ assuring
the Rev. Dr. Gadsden of their sinecre respect
and of their cordial determination to sustuin
him in the exen ise of the office to whie he
has boen clec ed, and of their enrnest pray.
ers that hemiy be di ‘'m y dirveted in decid-
ing the solemn questivn now before him.”

Bishop Gadsden wns conscerated in Baos-
ton on June 21, 1840, by the Right Rev, .
